BERLIN — A central committee 
i will be formed to list all book.«; and 
writings to be w ithdraw n from the 
cok trcde and circulating libraries, 
the Am erican-sponsored newspaper 
Allgemeine Zeitung reported.

lidden m ilitaristic references, 
sta ffs Rid of Nazis 
Still other books will be banned 
for educational reasons, the new s­

It. added that of 175,000 books re­ 
m aining in municipal libraries at
